Mr.  Chatman  and  Gentlemen,, 

I have  holism#  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1 960. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the 
population  has  again  decreased,  from  3320  in  1959  to  3300  in  i960. 

The  birth  rate  (1 6.1 ) is  higher  than  last  year  (11. 8)  and 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (17.1) 

The  death  rate  (12.7)  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year  (12.6) 
and  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.5) 

Again  as  for  many  years  past  the  chief  causes  of  death  were 
in  diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

There  has  been  further  damage  to  Council  water  mains  throughout 
the  district  and  slight  damage  to  Council  Houses  in  the  Sweethill 
area,  due  to  mining  subsidence * 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  maintain  satisfactory  effluents 
from  th#  three  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district. 

Consultant  Engineers  are  preparing  a further  report  dealing 
with  the  serious  overloading  etc.,  at  the  Donisthorpe  Lane  Works  and  are 
also  inve st igat ing  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  at  Albert 
Village. 


Two  houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  six 
were  under  construction  by  private  enterprise  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Council  Houses  is  89  and  the 
number  received  during  the  year  was  23. 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  shops  and  canteens  in 
the  district  is  very  satisfactory. 

Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  implementing  of 
the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  1955. 

I am  pleased  that  the  number  of  children  receiving  immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  is  much  higher. 
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There  were  10  cases  of  infectious  disease  of  which  1 was 
Measles,  1 Scarlet  Fever,  1 Erysipelas,  3 Dysentery  and  4 Whooping 
Cough. 


The  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  fairly  serious  and  admitted 
to  hospital.  The  cases  of  Dysentery  were  not  severe  but  occassioned 
a good  deal  of  investigat ion  in  which  I am  heavily  indebted 
to  Mr. Ford,  and  am  pleased  to  record  the  helpful  cooperation  of 
all  the  people  concerned. 

Only  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year. 

It  Is  a pleasure  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman,  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council,  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council  and  the  General  Practitioners 
in  the  locality  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

In  particular,  I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  H.H.  Ford  the 
Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  valuable  assistance 
throughout  the  year.

General  Provisions  of  the  Health  Service  in  the  Area. 

Ho spitals. 

All  hospitals  except  a few  private  Maternity  and  Nursing 
Homes  are  under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Board.  The  County  Homes  for 
the  aged  and  infirm  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council. 

When  their  residents  take  ill  they  become  the  responsibility  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board, 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  every  2nd.  and  4th  Thursday 
afternoon  at  the  Centenary  Methodist  Church,  Measham  Road,  Moira. 

The  Ante-natal  Clinics  are  held  at  Bridge  Road,  Coalville,  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Clinic  at  Markfleld  Hospital  under  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  all  ambulance  facilities 
in  the  County.  Colliery  accidents  are  removed  by  ambulances-  provided 
by  the  National  Coal  Board  stationed  at  Nailstone  Colliery  and  Rawdon 
Colliery. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

All  district  Nursing  and  Midwifery  is  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Council. 

Health  Visiting. 

This  work  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  very  ably 
carried  out  in  this  area.  A Diabetic  Health  Visitor  attends  the 
Clinic  at  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  visits  the  patients  in 
their  homes  on  request.

30  Samples  of  treated  water  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  found  satisfactory. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  general  standard  has  been  maintained  and  reports  of 
samples  have  indicated  a slight  improvement.  A further  report  re 
the  Donisthorpe  Lane  Works  is  awaited  from  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  who  are  also  inve st igat ing  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  at  Albert  Village. 

Sewers. 


In  a district  which  is  badly  affected  by  subsidence  it  is 
suprising  that  sewers  and  drains  continue  to  function  as  well  as 
they  do.  Troubles  were  mainly  of  a minor  nature  and  were  attended 
to  immediately. 

The  whole  sewage  system  was  baited  to  indicate  the  degree 
of  rat  infestation.  Only  a small  number  of  takes  were  recorded  and 
these  manholes  were  then  poison  baited  until  rats  were  eradicated.
